Share of Springfield Millionaire’s 
Wealth on Reaching Legal Age, 
Had She Lived. 


BURNED TO DEATH WHILE 
WITH LITTLE PLAYMATES 


Toying With Fire, in Absence of Her 
Relatives, Child Ignited Clothing 
and Physician Was Unable to Save 
Her Life. 


Had Mttle Catherine O’Day, who was 
burnefl to death at ther home, 5365 Cabanne 
avenue, lived until she was 18 years old, she 
would have inherited more than $100,000. 

Catherine was the daughter of John 
O’Day, the Springfield millionaire, who at 
his death two years ago left an estate 
valued at more than half a million. 

The estate was to have been divided be- 
tween the widow and three children, Cath- 
erine, John and Neely, who is now but 2 
months old. 

The beautiful home at 536 Cabanne ave- 
nue, which a few days ago resounded with 
the happy prattle of the little girl, is silent. 

How the accident that ended the child's 
life occurred no one exactly knows. 

Mrs. O’Day and the nurse whose duty it 
was to watch the child were upstairs dress- 
ing for dinner. Little Catherine, with Law- 
rence Stone, the son of a neighbor, and 
John, her little brother, were out in the 
back yard making a bonfire of leaves. In 
some way the dress of the little girl caught 
afire and she ran screaming through the 
front door and up to where her mother was. 
Her pessage was clearly marked by the bits 
of burned dress that strewed the stairway. 
Her mother caught her in her arms, and, 
wrapping a rug about her, 
flames. 

A physician a few doors away was hastily 
sent for, but in spite of his efforts the little 
one died at 7 o'clock Sunday evening. 

The death of the little girl caused sorrow 
in more homes than the one in which she 
lived. Catherine was known and loved by 
all the neighbors. 

The funeral was held from the home Mon- 
day. Long b®forethe services began, 
groups of little children, lately playmates 
of little Catherine, collected on the side- 
walk in front of the house. They stood in 
subdued groups until the body was brought 
to the hearse and sadly watched it pass on 
to the cemetery. 

Inside the stricken home the rooms were 


crowded with those who had known and

of Congress or the United States courts, In- 
as much as they concern the violation of 
the state election laws. 

The government contended that Congress 
had full power over the naturalization of 
foreigners; that while the federal govern- 
ment did not attempt to say who should 
vote, yet it regulated the use of natural- 
ization certificates. 

Judge Adams declared there was no merit 
in the contention of the defendant's coun- 
Sel; that every element pointed to the ab- 
solute jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment over the cases at issue and quoted 
extensively from the opinions of Chief Jus- 
tices Marshall and Brown in support of 
his conclusion.

Although not a lawyer, Mrs. Martha 
Pape of Webster Groves acted as attorney 
for Baptiste Kramer, a former employe, 
who was found guilty of poisoning chick- 
ens, in the court of Justice of the Peace 
Barron Tuesday morning.

Count Kwileck! appears at the trial 
charged with being an accessory to the 
crime. 

The countess was arrested Jan. 2 of the 
present year, and the count was taken into 
custody Aug. 5. One midwife and two 
women sérvants were also placed in the 
box as accessories. 

She was born in March, 1846; married 
the count in 1864 and bore him three chil- 
dren, the last in 1879. Then, the count and 
countess say, the latter gave birth to the 
son, who is the cause of the present pro- 
ceedings. This son is said to have been

SHOT IN LONDON 


Assassinated as He Was Entering His 
_ Residence in a Suburb of 
the City. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—Bagatel Sagouni m 
dent of the Armenian Setter ot aeenety 
in London, was murdered in the suburb of 
Nunhead late yesterday evening. The 
crime has created &@ sensation, as it has 
every appearance of being of a political 
character, and has been preceded by the as- 
sassinations of other officials of branches 
of the same society on the continent. 

M. Sagount, who only returned to London 
yesterday, after settling up the affairs of 
an associate in Switzerland, who was re- 
cently assassinated by stabbing, was en- 
tering his residence when a man rushed 
across the road and fired four shots at 
Sagount! in quick succession, the last bullet 
entering the region of the heart. The mur- 
derer, who appeared to be a foreigner, fled. 
The only clews to the man in possession 
of the authorites are a felt hat and 4 sil- 
ver-plated revolver, both made in New 
York, which he dropped in his flight. 

The murdered man, who was a mining en- 
gineer, became wealthy in the Caucasus 


and devoted his money to the Armenian 
cause. His society was entirely ve and 
opposed to violence, and it is ought this 
attitude inspired the advanced section of 
the Armenians with the desire for ven- 
geanve, the latter claiming that Sagouni’s 
suciety devoted funds to eharity whieh 
would have been better applied to violent 


Sagouni is said to have moved to England 
from New York early in 1992.

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HARVARD 1S BEST 
SAYS CHADWICK 


Former Yale Player Believes Crimson 
Team Will Be Strong 
Factor. 


PRINCETON LINE UNCROSSED 


Yale’s Game With West Point Devel- 
-oped Several Sources of Disap- 
pointment to Eli Coaches. 


BY CHARLES CHADWICK. 


Saturday’s football games show that the 
big teams are round'ng into shape in about 
the following order: Harvard, Princeton, 
Yale, Columbia and Pennsylvania. 

Horvard defeated Brown impressively by 
a score of 29 to 0. Princeton scored 17 to 0 
on the héavy Dartmouth team after a stiff 
fight. Yale had her usual case of heart dis- 
ease at West Point. The Cadets scored first 
and Yale won, 17 to 65. 

Columbia's victory over Pennsylvania by 
a score of 18 to 6 was the first important 
maich of the season. 

This would all seem to indicate that the 
chances of the Quakers defeating Harvard 
were slim. Still. Pennsylvania has a strong 
team, and if the backs can learn to hold the 
ball a defeat at the hands of Harvard is 
not by any means a foregone conclusion. 

Harvard, in contrast to Yale and Prince- 
ton, played the best game she has showed 
this season. The writer has said all along 
that Harvard had the material for a first- 
class eleven. The game with West Point, 
won easily ‘in listless fashion, 6 to 0, 
showed a lot of Crimson players who only 
needed encouragement to make them play 
a fast game. The practice of the past 
week has evidently shaken the men togeth- 
er, for against Brown Harvard played a 
game which recalled the fast mid-season 
work of Dibble’s 1898 team or Campbell's 
1901 team. The score was the same as 
Princeton has run up, and one point less 
than Pennsylvania has run up against the 
same team yet the way the game was 
played indicates that Hayvard is far from 
being on a par with Pennsylvania or 
Princeton. Brown made only two first 
downs in the game, and the longest gain 
mad@ against the Crimson rush line was 
four yards. 


Harvard Has 


Great Defense. 

The Crimson’'s 35-yard line was not once 
reached in the game. Harvard's defense 
was most impressively accurate and con- 
tained not a sing:e weak spot. Her center 
trio, Rob'nson, Sugden and Marshal!, are in 
a class above Yale's or Pennsylvania's cen- 
ter men. 

On the offense, the encouraging feature 
was not the brilliant, individual work of 
Nichols, the star left Falf who caught a 
kick-off on his own five-yard line and ran 
through the f eld for a touchdown and later 
on repeated the performance by catching 
a punt on Brown's 45-yard line and Godg- 
ing through the entire Brown team again 
for another touchdown. All this was 
pleasant enough to the crowd of Harvard 
men on the bleachers. But what caught 
the eyes of the Harvard coaches on the 
side line was the team work in offense. 
The improvement in mass p'ays and line 
plunges shown by the line men, the way 
the team got together to help a runner 
along for short gains, and the way the 
Brown line was swept back on every play 
was the important item in the work of the 
Harvard team.

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY FOLK’S CANDIDACY. | 

The speech of Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk at St. Joseph 
announcing his candidacy for the governorship of Missouri is 
a distinct disappointment to all those who have been led to 
look upon him as a possible leader of uncompromising reform 
in the Democratic party and the government of Missouri. 

While Mr. Folk’s publie candidacy is a gain in sincerity over 
his private candidacy conducted under cover, he sacrifices 
much when he enters into any public campaign for office. 

In announcing his public candidacy for the governorship 
without resigning his office of circuit attorney Mr. Folk de- 
liberately reverses the policy repeatedly proclaimed by him- 
self when his name was first mentioned for the gubernatorial! 
nomination. He then assumed the commendable attitude of 
a public official wholly engaged in the performance of his duty 
and not concerned with politics or personal ambitions. So 
rigid was his former attitude that he declined to take any 
part in the local campaign of his party, despite the fact that 
in these campaigns the issue of good vs. unfit candidates was 
involved, saying that it was improper for him as a prosecuting 
officer, charged with the duty of. prosecuting criminals of all 
parties, to participate in political contests. 

Mr. Folk then represented the theory that the official should 
stick to his office and the office should seek the man. Al- 
though conditions are unchanged, the work of boodle prose- 
eution is unfinished and the duties of his office still must be 
performed, Mr. Folk does not find it improper to engage in a 
political contest upon his; own account. 

May it not be charged that, having entered a political con- 
test. in which his own personal ambition is concerned, he re- 
trained from taking part in contests in which he was not 
personally involved from a selfish and not a public motive? 

May it not be said that he has deserted his theory that 
the office should seek the man because of a fear that the 
office has lost his trail and cannot find him without his aid? 


But the most serious consequence of Mr. Folk’s departure 
from his policy in entering upon an active campaign for the 
governorship is the possible effect upon his work as a prose- 
cutor of boodlers and bribers, many of whom are influential 
in the Democratic party. 

Assuming that Mr. Folk is able to withstand the powerful 
pulls in favor of compromise with the political forces allied 
with lobbyists and corruptionists, and the subtle and insidious 
but no less potent influences working within himself and 
upon him to weaken his resolution and blur his vision of 
duty, he will still suffer loss of strength as a prosecutor of 
corrupt public officials and their influential allies. Every act 
of his will be given the tinge of politics. Every act will be 
judged from the standpoint of partisan and factional politics. 
He will no longer stand on the firm ground of a public prose- 
cutor who is indifferent to public opinion and the effect of his 
acts upon public sentiment. He will be subject to the charge 
that be is using the tremendous inquisitorial and punitive 
powe of his office and of the grandjury as an engine for the 
p .otion of his personal ambition. 


Adequate reason for these heavy sacrifices of principle and 
official usefulness can be found only in a deep-rooted convic- 
tion that the government at Jefferson City and the organi- 
gation of the Democratic party must be purified and com- 
pletely reorganized in the interest of the people, and that he is 
the man to do this work. 

But we search in vain in Mr. Folk’s speech for the evidence 
of this conviction, or for a single intimation that. he realizes 
the intolerable conditions existing in his party and proposes 
to work a radical reformation in its policy. There is no states- 
manilike and courageoys analysis of the evils dominant in the 
Democratic party.and its government of the state, and no 
pledge to eradicate them. One seeks in vain for a ringing 
eall for radical reform and for an inkling of a clear reform 
platform beyond the prosecution of boodlers. Mr. Folk plays 
a harp with a single string, he sings a song with but one re- 
frain—boodle. The policy to which he pledges himself is lim- 
ited solely to the task of prosecuting boodlers. 

“Let us drive the boodlers out of Missouri.” 

This is the whole burden of his speech. It is good so far as 
it goes, but it does not go far enough. Prosecuting boodlers 
is a most important work and every honest citizen will sup- 
port it; even machine politicians will agree with Mr. Folk that 
official boodlers and bribers should be punished. 

. But boodling is merely a very bad symptom of a diseased 
ondition in the body politic. 
nal disorder. Its cause is a corrupt political machine which 
sountenances and encourages boodling. There could be no sys- 
_gematic plundering of the public if the organization of the 
party dominating the government did not have entangling al- 
liances with intereste desirous of plundering the people. 
Mr. Folk had not one word to say against the Democratic 


machine under whose blighting influence the lobby and its sor- |

Will you reorganize the Democratic machine, with the trust 
agents and their tools on the outside? 

Will you take the police of the cities out of politics? 

Will you do all in your power to give the state good election 
laws and to enforce them? 

Will you do all in your power to drive the lobty out of the 
state capital? 

Will you, as governor and a member of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, do all in your power to compel the corporations to pay a 
just share of taxation?

A MODEL FRENCH PRISON.

Unlike Mr. McKinley, Mr. Roosevelt knew 
of his secretary's uniform scheme from its 
incipiency and gave it his tacit approval 
with the understanding that it would first 
be tried in experimenting with the mes- 
sengers and other attendants at the execu- 


tive office. 

If accepted quietly it was to be fully car- 
ried out; while, if it aroused too much oppo- 
sition and ridicule, it was to be abandoned.
